For some years now there has 
been an effort to put Crist back 
into Christmas.

Thé custom’ of giving may go 
even further because before the 
birth of Christ the Romans exchan- 
ged gifts and at times gifts were 
given unto the emperor. It seemed 
a natural reaction to give gifts to a 
king. J у 
We find-that in England, after 
the Norman conquest, it bacame a 
custom for the wealthy to give > 
gifts to the institutions of the 
church, school, and monasteries. 
The English monarchs received 
special gifts during holidays. 

The Dutch, coming to America, 
brought the giver of Gifts. St. 
Nicholas the bishop, in red robes , 
became the short, jolly man in-a 
red suit which was made famous

“Our students do have the 
ability,” said, “%о com- 
pete favorably and I predict that 
we'll accomplish that goal and 
meet the standards.” 


He said one of the problems he 
sees in discussions of the test scoes 
has been the consistent mention of 
the fact that schools with high 
minority grou ulations con- 
sistently scores dem than other 
schools. 


"When you keep telling a child 
he can't meet, standards you: ex- 
pect of other children,” 
said, "he won't. Our children can 
compete and we're moving closer 
to that goal.” 


Berryman also discussed the 
results of Scholastic-Achievement 
Tests (SATs) taken by children in 
grades two through: nine, noting 
that the highest scores made in 
Glades area schools are made in the 
math computation area. 


He has made a series of graphs 
showing the progress of students 
in the West Area and said that, 
with one exception, the students do 
go higher each year, indicating 
progress is being made. 

That one exception was a 
plateau reached between the sixth 
and seventh grades. He said he 
doesn't know what that plateau 
means but he intends to find out. 

Berryman noted, however, that’ 
if graphs of tests given at the end 
of one school year and the begin- 
ning of the next school year were 


would be a downward trend. 

“We call that the ‘summer lag’,” 
he said, ‘‘and a better name might 
be the daily.lag. You can see it 
from one afternoon to the next 

He said the lag comes about 
because of a move from a learning 
environment to a non-learning en- 
vironment and the answer might 
be year-round school. 

“The only reason we have three 
month vacations now,” he said, "із 
that it's carrying on a tradition of 
rural areas when the kids helped 
out on the farms.” 

"Well summer's the time we 
don't need help on the farms in 
South Florida," he said. 

Berryman said /he's been 
discussing for sore time the 
feasibility of going over to a 260 or 
270 day school year instead of the 
current 180 day school year.
